In ISSC a letter was addi'cssed to 
J,o!d l;o.sebeiy, clairniiiif that it wtis 
lmi)obslbIe for Chinese to live under 
white inan'.>; eondiiioiis. In the .samo 
.\ear a lieud tux of Î50 was levied on 
cvwy Chinese. There were then ahoiit 
30.000 of them in Canada, of whom over 
SOOO were in B.C. In I'JOO the B.C. 
li-aislaiure i>ussed an act denylnn .ill 
jirivileBCs to those who could no; 
«•i-ilc some Ji^urupsain language. This 
was dl.sallowed by the liarl of Alinlo, 
then Governor (Jeiieral. In JOOl the 
lax was iijii-eabed to .<100. At this 
lime another eonimlssion was set up 
and j'cco:;^meMdcd a $G00 tux. 
-5 Effect of Tax 

The immediate result was •almost 
complete cessation of iiTiniigra.tton, 
£ur lli^s suiin waii large enough to ao 
wiuit the previous one hud been un- 
able to, namely, counterbaluince the 
Hicat indijcemenf offered by higher 
waKts in lliis couMtiy. However this 
tax had the effect of giving a monO' 
poly to those Clii'oess already in the 
country. Wages doubled and trebled. 
JIany Chinese bocame rich enough to 
return to tlie:r country on a visit. Some 
brought back friends, lioine sent them 
the money to come out, sonic merely 
told their friends about the po.>i»lbill- 
ties. invm'.gration commonccd to mount 
a^iiiii. and by Lite 1921 ceii-sus there 
were l':(,000 in Canada. 

J-'lnally In 1923 the Chlneac Ininii- 
i gration act was passed prohibiting uJl 
oiiiry of Chinese, except government 
officials and iheir servanb^, children 
■ijOr .Canadian Chinese, niercliants. and 
l^gudonls. It wa.s also enacted that all 
Chlneac lnah»^^M should register 
:(ggjatjauw» 'jon Page ïhjcc.)

STEPHEN LEACOCK 
SPEAKSJN OTTAWA 

Under Auspices of Profession- 
al Institute of Civil Service 



"i regard the gold standard as t^ic 
only way of .salvation in repairing Ihe 
ravages left !ii the wake of tho Great 
U'.nr," declai'ed Dr. Stephen Leacock, 
the head of ilio iJopartniont o( ISeono- 
mics and Political .Science, In an ad- 
dress which he delivered last .Monday 
evening in Ottawa. The address was 
given under the aiisiilces of .the Pro- 
le.sslonal Institute of the Civil Ser- 
vice. 

Dr. J.,eacock poinlcd oty. that .my 
attempt to alter or abolish the gold 
standard as the bOisis of iniernat'onal 
finance would bring disaster (0 liie 
business world. The gpid standard has 
served an a mechanlsin of internation- 
al trade and ns a standard of inter- 
national payments; and, fis such has 
done admlroible service for .nearly a 
century and a half. "Its history In 
the past has proved It to, be one of 
the most wonderful economic devjces 
ever invented." 

After pointing out that tho neceaal- 
tles of the war had aJtorcd the synteni 
of gold standard .tikI Its stability, l^ro- 
fepaor Lcacock said that all nations 
were driven to a regime of inconvert- 
ible paper currency, sesultlngr In Infla- 
tion and the necessity of the' présent 
borrowing from the future. 

"As a result, a dangerous proposal 
la DOW widely circulated • that we 
should abandon the gold standard,'' ho 
said, fit is suffgosted that we might 
replaced it liy a standard ibased on a 
mathematical calculation on the so

tar lo keep out the rain. The wire for 
electric llgiu droji cord l.s covered with 
rubber. "I'he raw India rubber is wash- 
ed thoroughly, crushed between heav 
rollers, mixed with other ingredients, 
kneaded thoroughly, and rolled into 
long .strlp.s. These strips are moulded

Dear Sir: — 1 rend with groat' Interest 
the letter of Mr. Amaron In yester- 
day's "Dally." Now that the l'rc.-'ldenl 
of the Cotmell lilniHelt has, so to speak, 
opened ilie ball; 1 think any student, 
no matter how humble a position ho 
may occupy in University life, la at 
liberty to express his opinion. 

The. firtl reform proposed by -Mr.

Too, I be- 
lieve thnt the change would bring the 
student closer to the council and vice- 
versa. Usually the man most In touch 
with Htudent opinion In his faculty Is 
the President of the undoreraduatc^fii;^ 
L^lety and aa the . Students Council . la 
onlythe executive head of tbe'Students 
Society, it iH certainly a, most desir- 
able thing that the opinions of the stu- 
dents should be tuliy and fairly repre- 
sented to the Council. 

On the other hanO|„thcre^,9rs^jwo 
objections, one of which Mr. Amaron 
dealt with in his lei.'teiv'''TKè'btlîêF"is 
that In at least two of our Undergra- 
duate Societies, the president's posi- 
tion is no mean sinecure.;. ! refer here 
to the Medical Undergraduate Society 
and tor the Commercial Society. 1 
.liink It would be only fair to find out 
the opinion of these two societies be- 
fore attempting any such «draetlc 
change. 

The next reform sitggested by Mr. 
Amaron Is that the Annnual Red and 
White Ilevue, the Musical Association 

and the Literary and Debating should 
have "more direct representation" on 
he Council. He then goes on to sug

d of the Dally, the Annual, the Hand 
Book and the Student Directory. A

In this way 
Huoli well known and de.servlng or- 
gunlzationti us llie Choral Society, Red 
and AVhile Jtcvue, I'layers Club, Band 
Mandolin Club anil others would se- 
cure representation. 

i lie KUKse.stlon re U)e formation of 
a Publication Boardi composed of the 
ManuKing Board of ilic Dally and exe- 
cutive of the Annual is a good one. 
Tl»e • Cliairman of this Board would 
be a member of the Councy Instead of 
at present the Editor-in-chief of the 
Dally.

'This 
Idea is equally: foolish for-there is no', such thing as business technique.: .Any 
street-car conductor, dentist, or student In a obrrcspondenco school has enough 
mental equipment to become president of a bank. Therefore -the Goose Stop 
suggests the School of Commerce bo abolished. i - .
